, EXAMINING IMMIGRANTS, 

In a letter published on this page 
sumes that THe Times cast a reflec- 
tion“ upon the Public Health Service, 
in charge of the medical examination 
of. immigrants at Ellis’ Island. This

‘many as eight persons a minute 
“were examined medically by a single 
= ingpector.’’ Just why this should be 
characterized*as “false propaganda 
and base slander ”’ is difficult to see. 
It ‘was mentioned in order to excuse 
rather than condefhn the medical .ser- 
vice, which, during the immigration 
rushes, ‘has. been notoridvsly over- 
worked. The loyalty 4nd devotion of 
these men are not in question. As a 


which exception was taken was fol- 
lowed by, another which pointed out 
that the result of this overwork *‘ is 
*‘ as unjust to the examiners. as it. is
